Mr. Hunt states in the circular that 
it has been decided to transfer the 
full railway postoffice service on the 
Sedalia and Denison run to Kansas 
City and’Bunl.son, and to install in lieu 
thereof a new railway postoffice ser­ 
vice between St. Louis and Parsons, 
Kan. 
In each circular Mr. Hunt asks 
the men to notify, by next W'ednes- 
day. Superintendent Taft, of the mail 
service, which they prefer to do—run 
between Kansas City and Denison, or 
between St. Louis and Parsons, Kan. 
This means that the seven clerks, 
whose names are given above, will 
either be transferred to Kansas City 
or some other place, and that, too, at 
an yearly date, and the choice of runs 
must be Known by Wednesday of this 
week. Mr. E. E. Blxby stated yester­ 
day to the Democrat that all seven of 
the clerks would ask to be sent to 
Kansas City, but they will not remove 
their 
families 
there 
before 
next 
spring. 
The transferring of these men from 
Sedalia leaves only four mail clerks in 
this city, and it is very probable that 
the office If railway mail transfer 
clerk, now held by H. L. Moore, will 
be abolished, and Mr. Moore either 
given a run on the road or transferred 
to some other city. 
The new mail service betweu St. 
Ix>uis and Parsons w'ill be run on 
trains Nos. 5 and 6, and four crews 
will be assigned to the work, with one 
man to each crew, and a helper to be 
run from Sedalia to Parsons.

From 
this timber a certain amount will bo 
cut y early and then small trees wiil 
be planted.

cording to the kind of trees th at are 
grown. 
The forester who is 
investigating 
for the Frisco will determine the kind 
of trees to be planted, will estim ate 
their rate of growth and th # amount 
of land req uired.

Denver, Nov. 5.—Twenty-five women 
from the cultured homes of Caintol 
Hill, and from the cheery firesides of 
Eiist, West, North and South Denver, 
are to band together for a crusade on 
the tenderloin of Denver under the 
auspices of the National Purity Fed­ 
eration, and tw’cnty-five men from the 
same walk in life will alternate with 
the women until every vestige of sia 
and wretchedness is wdped off Market 
street, declare the agitators of the 
movement.

The plan is not to pay personal vis­ 
its to the dives of sin and to the 
houses and hovels w here the red Ugh is 
gleam, but to persistently walk up 
and 
down 
the 
thoroughfare 
upon 
which the notorious establishments 
face, shaming the frequenters of the 
(lance halls and brothels'" until there 
will be no longer those who seek di­ 
version in the place of banished things. 
A great many women have already 
voluntceded to join the crusade. 
Dr, 
Emma F. A. Drake, a member of the 
executive committee of the National 
Purity Federation, will inaugurate the 
plan. 
The recent meeting of the na­ 
tional body in Chicago took up ihe 
fiucstion of saving the wiiite slaves ol* 
America, and this identical plan was 
the one which found most favor with 
the purity workers. 
“ Men will go,” said Dr. Drake, h i 
discussing the plan, “ down t(? thos« » 
lenible places and spend their time 
because tlrey feel that decent people 
will never know it. 
T h e y are not 
afraid of meeting their friends there. 
They expect only to see the indecent.
